GOOD WORK OF THE TREASURY 
SECRET SERVICE. 


Chie Hazen’s Annual Report Shows 
that 637 People Were Arrested For 
Counterfeiting and of that Number 
Three Hundred Were Convicted or 
Pleaded Guilty. 


W a s h in g t o n , N o v . 23.—William P. 
Hazen, chief of the secret service of 
the treasury departm ent, in his annual 
report, shows th at during the year the 
total number of arrests made was 687, 
nearly all for counterfeiting United 
States money. Of these arrested about 
three 
hundred 
were convicted or 
pleaded guilty and 
129 
are 
now 
aw aiting 
the 
action 
of 
grand 
juries. 
The fines collected amounted 
to $5,967. 
The amount of altered 
or counterfeit notes captured was $21,- 
300; coins, $10,756. 
There were also 
captured 134 plates from which coun 
terfeit nad been printed, th irty -three 
dies, 156 molds, and a large quantity 
of tools, m elting pots, etc. 
Chief 
Hazen says th at the events of the last 
year furnished evidence of great ac­ 
tivity among counterfeters, the num 
ber of arrests reported for counterfeit 
ing both notes and coins largely ex 
ceeding th at of any previous year in 
the history of the service. 
In commenting upon the large num 
ber of counterfeit notes discovered, 
Chief Hazen says: 
The a rt of photolithography,, al­ 
though seemingly in its infancy, has 
made it comparatively easy to im itate 
the most skillfully engraved designs 
of our notes, so th a t the danger from 
this source is not only very grave, but 
increasing; and to meet these condi­ 
tions the designs and execution of gov­ 
ernm ent notes should 
be 
such as 
would make their reproduction most 
difficult. One safeguard still rem ain­ 
ing, however, is the secret process of 
m aking distinctive paper. 
Coin counterfeiters are more numer­ 
ous than formerly and more than the 
usual num ber o f arrests and captures 
of 
m aterial 
has 
been 
reported. 
This 
branch 
of 
counterfeiting, 
however, is more serious in its results 
to the community than th at of making 
spurious notes and much less difficult 
of detection. 
No evidence of advance­ 
m ent in the art of m anufacturing 
counterfeit coin has been shown. 
Of 
the numerous counterfeiters of the 
silver coins which have appeared dur­ 
ing the last year none can be classed 
as especially dangerous.

FABRIS NOTE. 


Of all the merchants iii Venice, Fabio 
Mutinelli was the most exact in keep­ 
ing his engagements. 
He was liberal 
and magnificent on every occasion, and 
sspecially with ladies and people of tho 
church. The elegant polity of his man­ 
ners was celebrated throughout the re­ 
public, and people admired at San Zan- 
ipolo an altar of gold which he had of­ 
fered to St. Catherine for love of the 
beautiful Catherine Mauiui, wife of the 
senator, Alesso Coiiaro. As he was very 
wealthy, he had many friends, to whom 
he gave festivals and his purse. But he 
suffered severo losses in the war against 
the Genoese and in the troubles of N a­ 
ples. 
It happened that 30 of his vessels 
were captured. 
So the magnificent Fa 
bio was despoiled in a shore time of all 
his riches. 
Having sold his palace and 
his plate to pay his debts, he found him ­ 
self destitute of everything. 
But as he 
was skillful, courageous, well learned in 
commerce and in tho vigor of age, he 
thought only of restoring his business. 
He made many calculations and figured 
that 500 ducats were necessary for him 
to attempt new enterprises, from which 
he expected happy, prompt and certain 
successes. He asked of Alesso Boutura, 
who was the richest citizen of the re- 
public, to lend to him these 500 ducats. 
But the good signor esteemed that if 
audacity procures great goods prudence 
alone preserves them, and he refused 
to expose so large a sum to the peril of 
sea and fortune. 
Fabio addressed him 
self to Andrea Morosini, whom he had 
formerly favored in different ways. 
“ Beloved Fabio, ’’ replied Andrea,4‘ tG 
others than you I would willingly lend 
this sum. I have no attachment for gold 
pieces, and I conform, on this point, to 
the maxims of Horace, the satirist. 
But your friendship is dear to me, Fa­ 
bio Mutinelli, and I would risk its loss 
if I loaned you money. Most often com­ 
merce of the heart goes ill between debt 
or and creditor. 
I have seen too many 
examples of this. ” 
W ith these words Signor Andrea pre 
tended to embrace the merchant tender­ 
ly and shut the door iu his face. 
At night, as she was returning sadly 
to his house, the courtesan Zanetta, who 
was taking a bath in the canal, grasped 
his gondola and said to Fabio: 
“ I know your misfortunes. They ait? 
tho talk of the town. Now listen. I am 
not rich, but I have somo jewels in a 
small casket. If you accept them, gen­ 
tle Fabio, I will believe that God and 
the Virgin love m e.” 
And it was true that, in the newness 
of her age and iii the fine flower of her 
beauty, Zanetta was poor. 
Fabio re 
plied: 
“ Graceful Zanetta, there Ss moro no­ 
bility in the house where you live than 
in all the palaces of Venice. ” 
For three days more Fabio visited the 
banks and the shops without finding 
anybody who would lend money to him. 
Everywhere he received a wicked an 
swer and heard speeches the tone of 
which was as follows: 
“ You were 
wrong to sell your plate to pay your 
debts. 
One may loan money to a man 
in debt; one never loans to a man who 
has neither furniture nor plate. ” 
The fifth day he went in his despair 
to the Corte Delle Galli, which is also 
called the Ghetto, and which is the 
Jewish ^barter. “ Who knows, ” he said 
to himself, “ if I may not obtain from a 
Jew the favor that Christians have re­ 
fused?” He went through streets the 
entrance of which, by order of the sen­ 
ate, was barred every night with chains. 
He remembered having heard of an 
Israelite named Eleazer, son of Eleazer 
Maimonides, whoi was said to be grand­ 
ly rich and of a mind marvelously sub­ 
tle. The door of his house was decorated 
with an imago of the seven branched 
golden candlestick, which the Jew had 
caused to be made as a sign of hope, in 
view of the promised day w ben the tem ­ 
ple would rise from its ashes.
